Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: This interview was granted based on the after final prerogative of the 
examiner to help and expedite the prosecution of the application. Attorney Tom expanded on the applicant's 
description of the invention as it has been disclosed in the specification. Attorney Tom further expanded on the alleged 
merits of claims 1 and 6. It was argued by the applicant's representative that claims 1 and 6 referred to a certain 
transaction a transaction that deals with downloading of files from a server based on a payment. The alleged invention 
is that the server detects and establishes an existence of a prior transaction that has been interrupted prematurely. 
This detection takes place by comparing the client side cookie with existing cookies in the database. Examiner 
disagreed with the applicant's representative on the merits of the claims 1 and 6 as they have been currently 
presented. Examiner stressed the fact that the prior arts of record if taken with the broadest possible interpretation of 
the claims as they have been presented currently will render the claims rejected. No agreements were reached and 
claims 1,11, and 21 as they have currently been presented are remain rejected. 
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
